He Will Ask fora More Definite Reply To- 
3 day. 

Sorta, October 3.—General Kantbars having 
again asked for a reply to Russia's ultimatum, 
the ministry today (Sunday) after a long dia- 
cussion, drafied a reply to the effect that the 
Bulgarian government would comply with 
the demands of Russia to the extent’ that 
the constitution and =laws would 
per i os ae expected that 
when this reply is delivered tomorrow, Gens 
eral Kaulbars will demande mere precise an- 
ewer, Anew psper, the Independent Bul. 
garia, the first nomber of which has just ap- 
peared, makes a violent attack on Russia and 
General Kaulbare; and opposes the liberation 
of the ritoned couspirators, eaying the 
People wWGuld etone them to death if Ifherated. 

The editor of the Van Koff organ and 
another man cheered RuSsia. They wers 
ronghly handled by the crowd. Ganeral 
Kaulbars, hearing ot the cireumstances, drove 
up and addressed the crowd, complaiaing 
of their insulting conduct. He also warned 
the people against accepting the advice of 
their present leaders. He was received at 
first With enthusiasm, which .soon gaya 
piace to repeatod interruptions. 
General Kaulbars became pale with 
éxcitement, and seemed to gasp fer breath. 
He drove from the meeting directly to the 
resiéence of the German consul. The suppo- 
sition ig that General Kaulbers intended to 
pr an insulting demonstration, which 
wouldserve as a pretext for Ruscian interyap- 
tion. ~ general expresses his intention to 
stump .the country. It is believed he has 
exceeded his instructions, that DeGiers asked 
only that the conspirators be not executed,

Yesterday morning Cerener Haynes. 6m- 
paneled a jury, with Dr, W, A. Taylor as fore- 
nan, and began av investigation of the cass, 
The botly had been removed to azear room.at 
the station heuse; and it was in this room that 
the inquest was held, . 

Dr, Boring, county physici€®n, first made an 
examination of the remains.. The head was 
found to be crushed near the left tempic and 
several gashes across the skull, ‘The limbs 
were found to be sound and, with the excep» 
tion of thé head, no bruises were found,

THE FIRST WITNESS 

introduced was Morgan Duncan, colored, who 
testified that on Sarurday night he with Chas. 
lee, colored, were coming into the city from 
Captain Tom MeLendon’s, where they worked, 
They were walking along the track» of the 
Central railroad, and when about three 
miles irom the city he saw a man down by the 
side of the track. His head was about two 
feet from the rail, He thought the man was 
drunk, and spoke tohim. Receiving no reply, 
he took held of hi hand and foend 
that he wascold, He then felt of his head 
and knew that he was dead. Witness thon 
went to Mr. John Wise’s residence and told 
him aboutit. Mr, Wise returned with wit- 
ness and they found that the man’s head was 
bad}y crushed. Saw no indications of: a scuf- 
fle where the dead man lay,,. Did not know 
John lawless. It was near half an honr from 
the time he heard the train go by until he 
found the dead man. 

Charlic Leo was sworn and substantiated 
the icstimony of Duncan. Both told exactly 
the same story. 

THE FIRST CLUE, 

Mr. Jobn 8. Wise testified: ; 

“T live abou’ balf way between the union 
passenger depot and East Peint, about. three 
miles from Atianta. I think the dead man is 
John Lawless. I saw deceased about 7:30 last 
evening. The two negroes who have jast tes- 
tified cameto my home and told mé there 
was adead man down on the railroad. I found 
it just as theystold me. His skin wascold. I 

nt my hand on hisface and hands. He was 
fs on the left hand side 
of the track as yo. go down 
tire.road, on his stomach. I think he had 
been dead about@n hour. JI went tothe near- 
est telephone an@ tolephoned police headquar- 
ters. The man’s limbs wore limber when the 
police came. Yesterday afternoon, there was 
a gentleman on a horse in front of my house. 
I kema the man say: ‘I have apologized to 
you for what I have done and wont say any 
more.’ Another man camealepg about this 
time, going the fame way. He 
had his hat off and his 
hair weeanfied up. 1 paid little attention to 
themen. The man who was walking ‘Was 
staggering. Don’t know who either of the 
men were. When I found Lawless there was 

A GREAT DEAL OF BLOOD 

on the ground. I think it came from ths 
man’s nose and mouth, A little blood was on 
the end of one of the cross-ties. it was ten 
or twenty minutes from the time the man on 
the horse and the man on foot passed along 
the road, The man on horse said to the other: 
‘If you come over the hill I will settle with 
you, but I will not say anything more in front 
of these houses.’ He rode away rapidly and I 
never saw anything moreofhim. I examined 
the ground around the dead man, but could 
find no signs of a scufile or where he had been 
dragged. From the general surroundings, if 
the man I] saw was Lawlese, he must have sit 
down on the end of a cross-tie and was kuock- 
cd off by the cars. i think he was killed in 
that way.” 

J. W. Yother testified that he lived on the 
newbarracks. Saw Lawless about twenty-five 
minutes before six Saturday evening. Ife 
washalf mile this side new barracks; looked 
to be under influence of whisky; was a quiet 
man when drinking. Saw the man on horse- 
back. Lawless was about one hundred yards 
bebind him. John Blackstock was with Law- 
less. 1 called to Lawless to get John Black- 
stock to zo howe. The man 
on horse and Blackstock were 
quarreling. Iheard him tell Black stock to 
come over the dill and he would fight him. 
Lawless wanted to go back, but Blackstock 
said he was going to fightthatman. Bisck- 
stock went ou but di@ not overtake the man 
on horseback. Afterwards saw Blackstock, 
Spent the night with him. Blackstock left 
his home about daylight. Asked him what 
hed become OfLawiess, but he cous not tell. 
Lawless and Blackstock were both intoxicat-~ 
ea. Blackstock has reputation for being 
quarreleome, Lawless has reputation for be- 
ing 8 quiet man. 

WASN'T VERY DRUNK. 

Wesley Samuels. a negro boy who worked 
with Placketeck at the barracks. testified that 
he and two other boys saw Blaskctock and 
some countrymen quarrelling near Bomars 
store. Blackstock was not very drunk, Kuew 
him and the ether two boys.

He remembered 
but little of his Saturday’s drunk. He said 
that he bad beendrank since Tuesday: had 
tsken a Whole week todo it up right. Had 
known Lawlesa for a weg whiic. ise 
intimate friends.

Don't _ know 
when Lawless got out of wagon, bat left hum 
sitting on side of dirt road, beyoud Bomar’s, 
and went op to Mr. Yother’s, where be spent 
the night, Waa drunk when he got ore.

What we want 
for a battle ery is thename of some leader 
who will never betray us, and will never sur- 
render and will never die. 

All respect have I for brave men and women, 
but if we are going to get the yictory ali along 
the line we must put God first. We must take 
the hint of the Gideonitez, who wiped out the 
Redouin Arabs, commonly called Midianites. 
These Gideonites had a glorious leader in Gid- 
eon, but what was the battle cry with which 
they flung their enemies into the worst defeat 
into which any army was ever tumbled? It 
was, “The sword of the Lord and of 
Gideon.’’ Put God first, whoever you put sec- 
ond. If the army of the American revolution 
are to free America, it must be “the sword of 
the Lord avd wf Washington.” If the Ger- 
mans wants to win the dayat Sedan, it mast 
be “the sword of the Lord and Von Moltke,” 
Waterleo was won forthe English because not 
only the armed men at the front but the wor- 
shippers in the cathedrals in the rear were cry- 
ing, ‘The sword of the Lord end Wellington,’ 
The Methodiats have gone intriamph across 
betion aftcr nation with the cry: “The sword 
of the Lord and of Wesley.” The Presbyteri- 
ans have gone from victory to victory with the 
cry: ‘Lhe sword of the Lord and of John 
Kuox.”’ The Baptists haye conquered mil- 
lions after millions for Christ with the cry:

A Wild Northwestern View. 

The Chicago Times, which has been prac- 
tically a dead paper since the death of Wil- 
bar F. Story, bas some views about state 
banks, These’ views are precisely such as 
we should expect a dead paper to express. 
They are based on an ignorance that is dense 
enough to be entirely worthy of the medium 
through which they aresupposed to reach the 
public. Commenting on some of the argu- 
ments which THE CONSTITUTION has ad- 
vanced in favor of state banks, the dead Chi- 
cago paper remarks: . 

That is something very nice to have, to be sure, 
One can essi'y imagine what an admirable stay-at- 
home currency they would have in Georgia if it 
were issue by state banks and secured (!) by Geor- 
gia bonds. Such acurrency wouldn’tstray off very 
far, becausé no person of respectable information 
would touch it. If a Georgian wanted to go oat of 
his state he would have to provide himself with 
some other kind of money wherewith to pay his 
expenses—that is, if he could cet any other kind, 
if Georgians were supplied with Georgia money 
they would find themselves in a protectionist para- 
dise—living within themselves. 

The remains of the Times then proceeds 
to reply to its own statement as follows: 

In another respect THE CoNSTITUTION is mistaken. 
Tnder the o14 state bank chaos (system it was not) 
the alleged money did not stay around home and 
come up nights—not if the banks issuing the stuff 
could prevent. The issuers used to swap their cats 
and dogs so as to turn them loose as far away from 
home as possible.

What is eaid in the foregoing may be ap- 
plicable to the state of Iilinois, or to any of 
the northwestern states, but as our readers

The notes of the 
bank of the state of Georgia and its various 
branches were good in all parts of the United 
States and in the principal markets of Eu- 
rope, and what is true of the Georgia system 
is true of the South Carolina system. The 
motes of the Central railroad bank at Savan- 
“mab, and of the Georgia railroad bank at 
Augusta, were also good in all parts of the 
country. There was no wildcatism, so to 
speak, in any of these institutions. 

As has been stated in these columns time 
and again, THE CONSTITUTION is not opposed 
te the national banks, nor is it engaged in 
making a crusade against them. They have 
been, and are now, indispensable to the busi- 
mees interests of the country.

The Duc @’Aumale, instead of holding on 
‘to this valuable property until his death, 
prefers to act as his own executor, At the 
age of sixty-four he tenders this gift to 
France, and appoints agents duly authorized 
to make the transfer. The remarkable fea- 
ture of the business is that d’Aumale is one 
of the Orleans princes recently banished 
from France. Never before in the history of 
the world did an exile heap such a golden 
shower upon the heads of his enemies. 

It will be thought that d’Aumale had an 
eyetothe future when he made this gift.

It is safe to say that 
the members of the house of Orleans will not 
always remain in exile.

THE RUPTURED EARTH. 


Cracks in the Crust in New England—A Big 
Channel inthe Atlantic Ocean’s Bed. 


In referring tothe recent earthquake the 
Boston Globe speaks ofcracksin the crust of the 
earth extending through Maine, New Hampshire, 
and Vermont, and quotes Professor Brigham as 
‘not being sanguine about New England being a 
safe place tolive in.’’ Othersrefer toa great de- 
pression inthe Atlantic along the coastof the 
United States. Some years agol took a few notes 
concerning the deep sea soundings as taken by the 
United States and othersurveying expeditions 
showing this great - depression, and perhaps they 
may be of interest to your readers, 

There seems to bea deep channel or chasm 
through the Atlantic bed from the eastward of the 
Antilles toward the northward and westward, and 
following the United States coast. turns abruptly 
tothe eastward opposite Charleston, 8. C., and 
widening, passes some distance south of the Grand 
Banks south of Newfoundland. This chasm is 
Lied | deep, averaging 3,500 fathoms, or 20,000 feet, 
wiile its sides rise to within 1,800 fathoms, or 
10,800 feet, ofthe surface. The Bermudas [B } lie 
in the southern edge of tuis chasm near the eddy, 
as it were, of the abrupt point of turning opposite 
Charleston,8.C. Along the northern edge of this 
charm, and opposite Chesapeake and laware 
bays, is a still deeper depression, with some holes 
along the southern edge, where the bottom appears 
to have dropped out entirely, reaching a depth of 
nearly six miles. This depression extends to 
south of the grand banks, where, atthe end ofa

pole, and may perhaps be said to have been traced 

for @ greater distance toward the south pole, witn 
an average bfeadth of 500 miles along our coast, 
and almost vertical walls of 2,000 fathoms or 12.900 
feet at some points.

Potting P'ants.

Not only are the affairs of this world so a- 
twist, a jangle and racked, that there seems & 
necd of the l)ivipe appearance, but there is 
another reason.

300.Miles an Hour by Rail, 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

When George Stevenson asserted his ability 

to run passenger coaches at a speed of twelve 
to fifteen miles an hour, scientific and practi- 
cal men deemed him fit fora lunatic asylam, 
but time has shown that trains may be run at 
a much greater velocity without materially 
adding to the dangers of railway travel. Tho 
flight of the fast express on the Pennsylvania 
railway is a marked example of the possibili- 
ties in the wey of sustaining high rates of 
speed. This road now runs the fastest train in 
America. Nine hundred and twelve miles, in- 
cluding seven stops, are accomplished in 25} 
hours, and the average time is 3630 miles an 
hour. A portion of the distance is run at the 
rate of 75 milesan hour. Ataspeed of 60 miles 
an hour the driving wheels of the locomotive 
on this iain make 258! revolutions a minute. 
Wm. Vanderbilt’s spart of 8i miles in 61 min- 
ates on the New York Centrai is declared to 
be the highest rate ef speed ever attained in 
this country, but this speed was not a surprise 
to good engineers, many of whom are firm in 
the belief that 10@ miles an hour will yet be 
accomplished on _ American roads. 

Thirty-one years ago Colonel Meiggs read a 
paper before the New York Farmers’ Club on 
“Future Traveling,” in which he expresced 
the belief that railroad cars could be sately 
a by steam at the rate of 300 miles an 

our. He said: “The emperor of Russia has 
taken the, first great step toward what I deem 
the ultimatum of railroad travel. Instead of 
cutting what I call a mere drill through the 
country and going around everything in the 
way for a straight line,he has cut a broad way 
for 500 miles from St. Petersburg to Moscow. 
He bas made it all the way 200 feet wide, so that 
the engineer sees everything on the road. This 
is part of the future—the railroad from point 
to point with a mathematical line; the rails 
ten times stronger than arefnuw used; the loco- 
motives on wheels of far greater diameter; the 
gauge of arelative breadth; the signals and 
times perfectly settled; the roadeson both sides 
during the transit of trains having the gates 
of the walls all closed—then instead of trav- 
eling 100 miles an hour, we shall more safely 
travel] 300 miles an hour.” 

One of the latest efforts-at improvement in 
locomotives is that of a Frenchman named 
Estrade, who has constructed an engine which 
he calls La Parisienne. La Parisieenne, when 
watered and fired, weighs 42tons. Its driving 
wheels, six in number, are 8} feet in diameter. 
The cylinders are outside, with valve boxes on 
the top. Tho diameter of each cylinder is 184 
inches, and the length of stroke is 2 feet and 3} 
inches. This engine is built for high speed, 
and will carry a pressure of 200 pounds to the 
¢quare inch above the atmosphere, or an abso- 
lute pressure of 215 pounds. Estrade’s engine 
is designed torun at the average rate of 78 
miles an hour,
